Old-time members of the 
California National Guard will 
sigh with envy when they 
learn about the pay per drill 
present -day Guardsmen will 
receive under the new armed 
services pay bill, recently 
signed into law by President 
Truman. 

It was only 20 years ago that 
National Guard members re¬ 
ceived one dollar a drill and 
were quite satisfied with that 
rate of pay, a spokesman of 
the Adjutant General said this 
week. 

Under the new law, however, 
a recruit receives $2.66 per drill 
after four months, and a mas¬ 
ter sergeant now receives $6.61. 
Pay for other grades is: Pri¬ 
vates, $2.75; private first class, 
$3.18; corporals, $3.92; serge¬ 
ants, $4.65; sergeants first 
class, $5.63; and master ser¬ 
geants, $6.61. 


Those favoring Daylight Sav¬ 
ing Time contend that an extra 
hour of evening daylight 
would be most advantageous 
to the heavily populated urban 
areas, such as the Los Angeles 
area, giving residents more 
time for commuting purposes, 
outdoor living and recreation. 
Also, the time differential be¬ 
tween Los Angeles and the 
East coast business centers 
would be decreased from four 
to three hours during the sum¬ 
mer and remain constant 
throughout the year. They con¬ 
tend that public opinion polls 
show generally that people fa¬ 
vor its use in California. 

In opposition, it is pointed 
out that it is an artificial time 
saving device and that Cali¬ 
fornia joining five other states 
using daylight saving would 
only add to the confusion. They 
say that mothers cannot get 
their children to bed while the 
sun is shining and they are 
up at dawn, thus giving moth¬ 
ers two hours extra work dur¬ 
ing the daylight saving period.

that street are contemplated. 

A report from Richard Grav¬ 
es, executive director of the 
League of California Cities, re¬ 
minded the city of Sierra Mad- 
re that action should be taken 
soon in applying for this city’s 
share ($42,759.99) of unused 
state allocations. 

Since the use of this money 
is restricted to specific public 
works, the Council referred the 
: report to the City Engineer to 
investigate how the money can 
1 be properly used. 

A communication from the 
Rents Advisory Boards for Los 
i Angeles County was ordered 
filed by the City Council. The 
advisory body had requested 
funds and personnel from Si- 
. erra Madre for the conducting 
of a survey of rental and va¬ 
cancy conditions in the area. 

'The Sierra Madre Property 
Owners Decontrol Committee 
has already conducted such a 
survey her e,” Mayor Steln- 
berger said. City Attorney T. 
Guy Comyn recommended that 
no further action be taken. 

A petition, bearing 12 signa¬ 
tures and requesting the end 
of parking limitations on East 
Monteclto street, was referred 
to Chief of Police Gordon G. 
McMillan for presentation to 
the Police Committee. 

Describing 2 - h o u r parking 


restrictions on that particular 
street as "a big nuisance,” the 
petition stated that the parties 
most affected by the “ill ad¬ 
vised llmi t a 11 o n s” had not 
been consulted. It suggested 
that “For Customer Only” 
zones painted on the curbs for 
those retail establishments 
whose owners request them 
would better meet the needs 
of the entire area. 

'The volume of traffic does 
not merit 100 per cent parking 
restrictions on East Monteclto 
street,” the petition read. 

The Council also canvassed 
the returns of the Oct. 18 Spe¬ 
cial City Election, in which 
both propositions were defeat¬ 
ed in a 29.74 per cent vote.
